NEW DELHI, India UP)— 
India to night charged Red 
China with a fierce new at­ 
tack o n an Indian patro l in 
the Ladakh secto r o f Kash­ 
mir. It said 17 Indians were 
killed in the fight Wednesday 
and that o thers are missing. 
Three were wo unded. 
Peip ing claims the Ladakh sec­ 
to r amo ng abo u t 40,000 sq u are 
miles o f bo rder territo ry u nder 
the Indian flag. Chinese detach 
ments o ccu p ied p arts o f it mo nths 
ago and hav e bu ilt a ro ad acro ss 
it to link Tibet and ex treme west 
em China. 
A go v ernment statement said 
the attack to o k p lace 40 miles in 
aide the Indian bo rder. 
The Indian detachment was “ sur­ 
prised by heav y and sudden fire 
fro m Chinese tro o ps entrenched cm 
a hillto p,” it said.
